The city council w ill not pay those 
Grim and W han claims at their next 
meeting if Solicitor McGarry can help 
it. 
The solicitor gave out the follow­ 
ing statement in regard to the cases 
this morning: 
“ Yes, I saw the interview with Mr. 
Peach in the last night’s paper, but 
I had heard of the move to place the 
bills on the pay roll before I saw the 
article. 
As Mr. Peach said in his in­ 
terview he 
told City Clerk 
Hanley 
to instruct me not to carry the cases 
of Arthur Grim 
and 
John 
Whan 
against the city and Mayor Bough up 
to the court of common pleas on the 
part of the city. 
I immediately call­ 
ed on Mr. Peach and told him what 
Hanley told me and asked him what 
he meant. 
He said he got word from 
Marshall that he (M arshall) thought 
it would not be wise to go up to court 
with the cases of Grim and Whan vs. 
the 
city. 
Then 
Peach telephoned 
Fisher and told him what Marshall 
said about the cases and asked him 
what he thought, and Fisher, honest 
us he is, did not suspect that Marshall 
wanted cousin John W han 
paid so 
bad, and 
believing 
that 
Marshall’s 
bugaboo expenses 
to the city was 
well founded and thinking that a trial 
had been had, said that he did not 
want any expenses added on the city 
and agreed to have it stopped. Then 
Cain was taken in on the expense bait 
and said he wanted the expense saved. 
“ I had the promise of Ashbaugh, 
Cain, Fisher, Smith, McHenry 
and 
Peach that they would let me conduct 
the cases to final determination when 
the cases were pending in the justices' 
courts here, and upon those promises 
I let Grim and W han take judgment 
by default, gave notice of appeal and 
filed our bond and ordered our tran­ 
script. 
“ Now 
Marshall 
appears 
on 
the 
©cene the day after W han gets his 
judgment by default (as per our un­ 
derstanding) and tries to 
get 
him 
paid. 
“ There was no defense made to the 
second trial in the Grim case, and aft­ 
er the jury was struck by Mr. Clark 
and myself I instructed the justice 
not to summon the jury, but he did, 
saying that he understood Peach had 
said the case would go to trial, and 
the jury was summoned, but no de­ 
fense was made and consequently no 
trial was had. 
“ The first time the case was set we 
had a trial (and the only trial that 
was had), which 
the city won in 
two respects; first, the city won be­ 
cause of a disagreement, which is al­ 
ways a victory for the defendant; sec­ 
ond, the city had four to two in favor 
of the contention of the city.

keep the promise they made to me

I am informed that opposition is being developed to the return of Hon. R. W. Tayler to Congress. 


I wish to urge upon you, as one of his constituents, the importance to the public welfare of continuing 


his eminent services in the House of Representatives. 


As President of the League for Social Service I was profoundly interested in the effort to prevent 


an avowed polygamist from taking a seat among tho lawmakers of the land.

The act of I SSO providing for an ad­ 
ditional common pleas judge in this 
sub-division, was not passed for Stark 
county, hut for the entire sub-division. 
When the division was first created 
only three judges were provided for, 
one in each sub-division, hut 
as the

acts were passed providing for an ad­ 
ditional judge in this and also the sec­ 
ond sub-division. The judges elected 
under these acts held court through­ 
out the entire sub-division. When the 
business of the courts had so multi­ 
plied that two judges could not take 
care of it, the legislature provided for 
an additional judge, making three in 
each sub-division, who also held court 
in the three counties. 
In the adjoining district there is a 
judge in Youngstown, one in Warren 
and another in Ravenna. 
No claim 
base 
ever been made that because 
Youngstown is the largest city in the 
sub-division it should have more than 
one of the judges—and no claim 
of 
that kind has ever been made before 
in this 
sub-division.

is a mere

I immediately call­ 
ed on Mr. Peach and told him what 
Hanley told me and asked him what 
he meant. He said he got word from 
Marshall that he (Marshall) thought 
it would not be wise to go up to court 
with the cases of Grim and Whan vs. 
the 
city. 
Then 
Peach telephoned 
Fisher and told him what Marshall 
said about the cases and asked him 
what he thought, and Fisher, honest 
us he is, did not suspect that Marshall 
wanted cousin John Whan 
paid so 
bad, and 
believing that Marshall’s 
bugaboo expenses 
to the city was 
well founded and thinking that a trial 
had been had, said that he did not 
want any expenses added on the city 
and agreed to have it stopped. Then 
Cain was taken in on the expense bait 
and said he wanted the expense saved. 
“I had the promise of Ashbaugh, 
Cain, Fisher, Smith, McHenry 
and

wound, but should have free exit. 
I might say, however, that it had 
been washed, as had also his entire 
head, with a solution of 
bichloride 
and dressed with 
absorbent cotton 
and left to ooze, 
as 
all 
contused 
wounds should be. 
The Dr. states that I was called on 
Sunday 
morning. 
He should have 
said noon. 
I was also twice to see 
him on Monday. 
I confess I could 
do nothing for the unfortunate man. 
but leave him in as comfortable a po­ 
sition as possible, which was 
done, 
and he, the Dr., no doubt is 
now 
aware that it takes more than a lit­ 
tle court plaster and injections 
of 
simple warm milk to prolong life and 
relieve a man with a crushed skull. 
He states that he had full-handed 
authority from the celebrated acting 
coroner of the Southside, who, In fact, 
had no authority as such until after 
the man died, for before Dr. Hobbs 
and I operated, we had to obtain per­ 
mission from the trustees, although 
the acting coroner was present 
at 
the time. 
The “abominable stench” referred 
to by the Dr. must have been genera­ 
ted by atmospheric changes, Induced 
by the fluctuations and 
mixing 
of 
gases, etc., in the room, independent 
of the patient, for the weather was 
cool and decomposition could not ad­ 
vance very rapidly.

The city council will not pay those 
Grim and W han claim s at their next 
m eeting if Solicitor McGarry can help 
i t 
The solicitor gave out the follow­ 
ing statem ent in regard to the cases 
this m orning: 
“Yes, I saw the interview with Mr. 
Peach in the last night’s paper, but 
1 had heard of the m ove to place the 
bills on the pay roll before I saw the 
article. 
As Mr. Peach said in his in­ 
terview he 
told City Clerk 
Hanley 
to instruct m e not to carry the cases 
of Arthur Grim 
and 
John 
Whan 
against the city and Mayor Bough up 
to the 
court of common pleas on the 
part of the city. 
I im m ediately call­ 
ed on Mr. Peach and told him what 
H anley told m e and asked him what 
he m eant. 
He said he got word from 
Marshall that he (M arshall) thought 
it would not be w ise to go up to court 
with the cases of Grim and Whan vs. 
the 
city. 
Then 
Peach 
telephoned 
F isher and told him what Marshall 
said about the cases and asked him 
what be thought, and Fisher, honest 
us he is, did not suspect that Marshall 
wanted cousin John Whan 
paid so 
bad, and 
believing 
that 
Marshall’s 
bugaboo expenses 
to the city was 
well founded and thinking that a trial 
had been had, said that he did not 
want any expenses added on the city 
and agreed to have it stopped. Then 
Cain was taken in on the expense bait 
and said he wanted the expense saved. 
“I had the prom ise of Ashbaugh, 
Cain, Fisher, Smith, McHenry 
and 
Peach that they would let me conduct 
the cases to final determ ination when 
the cases were pending in the justices' 
courts here, and upon those promises 
1 let Grim and Whan take judgment 
by default, gave notice of appeal and 
filed our bond and ordered our tran­ 
script. 
“Now 
M arshall 
appears 
on 
the 
«cene the day after W han gets his 
Judgment by default (as per our un­ 
derstanding) and tries to 
get 
him 
paid. 
“There was no defense made to the 
second trial in the Grim case, and aft­ 
er the Jury was struck by Mr. Clark 
and m yself I instructed the justice 
not to sum m on the jury, but he did. 
saying that he understood Peach had 
said the case would go to trial, and 
the Jury w as sum m oned, but no de­ 
fense w as made and consequently no 
trial w as had. 
“The first tim e the case was set we 
had a trial (and the only trial that 
was had), which 
the city won in 
two respects; first, th e city won be­ 
cause of a disagreem ent, which is al­ 
ways a victory for the defendant; sec­ 
ond, the city had four to two in favor 
of the contention of the city. 
I think 
If council or a m ajority of thorn will 
keep 
prom ise they made to me 
o will be able to show these officers 


that they are not entitled to any pay, 
and that promise was that they would 
let me conduct the cases without any 
interference on their part. 
Now it j 
may be urged against going ou with 
the cases that it will be an expense 
to the city. In answer to that ques­ 
tion I will say that 1 have asked Mr. 
Clark, attorney for the defense, to file 
his papers and would subm it the case 
to the court on an agreed statem ent 
of facts, which he partially agreed to 
do. and again it may be claimed, for 
the purpose of placing me in a false 
light that I was putting these cases 
off for the purpose of shoving them 
on my successor, or for the purpose 
of getting an extra fee in 
the case.
